How the Diamond City Kept the 


Boers at Bay. 


GAEBISON MOSTLY OP IEEE&ULABS

123 days wrere two or three who could 
recall their personal experiences ot the 
siege of Parts. 
Beside the terrible 


prhations endured iu the liaid winter 
of 1870 1 tlie hardships of the Kiiubei- 
ley besieged sink into insignificance. 1'tt 
tfcere have heen some strange vicissi- 
tudes In th(i prolongation of the invest- 
ment Jv'oli idy ttouid Ua\e hazarded a 
prediction :liat the town would have 
lain almost helpless under the shell* ot 
the Boer guns tor seven or eight weeks 
with a Brnish army iinmo\able only 
25 miles an ay. 
Such has been the 


case, however, for Kimberley, after 
Lord Slefhueil Mithdiew from the fatal 
rifle trenches of Magersfouteia to in- 
trench himself at ilodder aver, was 
condemned to a. monotonous period of 
waiting, sajs tne Is'ew lorlc Herald 


The investment began on Oct. 15, 


vrhen Kiiulterley was isolated, the 
Boers cutting the BUIawayo railway 
north and south. 
The garrison had 


been organized by Colonel KoUewich, 
aided by Captain O'SIara and Lieuten- 
ant Maclniies, botli of the" Koyal engi- 
neers. Major Scott-Turner was a. fourth 
officer responsible for the defense in 
the early tiuys. He lost his life in a 
sortie from the town. Under-thess offi- 
cers were placed four companies of the 
Loyal North Lancashire-regiment, a 
battery of Royal Garrison artillery, 
tsader Major Chamier, and a detach- 
111 en t of Royal engineers. Home troops 
of Cape police, the Kimberlev Light 
horse and the town guard were welded 
into a compact force: which showed it- 
self eager in keeping the Boers at a 
distance from the tov.-n. The garrison 
thus consisted of about 700 imperial 
troops and, with the colonial and other 
forces, reached,a total of about 2,700. 


Lieutenant Colonel li. G. KelcewJch, 


the colonel o£ tlie Lancashire regiment 
and commandant of the town, gained a 
reputation ou the staff In Egypt from 
1SS4 to 1SOO and has been military sec- 
retary to two commanders in chief of 
Madras. A few days before tlie fonn.al 
declaration of war by the republics 
Colonel Kekewich held a review of his 
garrison. Tlie brave show put heart 
into the inhabitants. 


For the Boers Kltnberley was a prize 


worth almost any cost. There were 
the dinrnoiixl mines to begin with, and 
the loot to be obtained in the most im- 
portant town of upper Cape Colony. 
Froia a military point of vu»\yJis cay- 
ture would mean the prevention of its 
being utilized as a base for any British 
army operating against the Orause 
Free State. 
More piquant interest, 


however, was given to the siege by the 
fact that almost the last arrival in the 
town before Its isolation on Oct. 15 
was that of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, in com- 
pany with Mr. and Mrs. James Rocli- 
fort Maguire. 


Mr. James Rochfort Mugulre, who 


has been associated with Mr. Uhodes 
as a codirector la many colossal enter- 
prises, particularly, the South Africa 
Chartered company, is an old Oxford 
ehnm of Mr. Rhodes. His wife, the 
Hon. Sirs. Maguire, was before lier 
marriage the Miss Peel who pre- 
sided at the speaker's house "at St. 
Stephen's \Yhon her father, now Tis- 
count Peel, was speaker of the house 
of commons.

"Long Cecil," and the first shot was 
fired by its pamesnke. The Boers made 
special rploieins ivhen its career wda 
cat short by its bursting.

FIGHTING BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


Method* Adopted liy the Officials of 


Honolulu. 


Consul General Haywood, at Honolu- 


.u, has sent the state department in 
Washington a very interesting dispatch 
on tlie methods adopted In that city to 
stamp out the bubonic plague. 
He 


says: 
. 


"The city has been divided into 40 


districts, each presided over by an in- 
spector, who is responsible to the cen- 
tral cflirffiiittee for, the health and per- 
fect sanitary condition of every house 
in his district. He divides his district 
.nto subdistricts so small that the in- 
:i:ibitants can be inspected by one man 
in an liour. 


"It is the duty first of this subin- 


spoctor to m a I; o a census of all people 
living in his subdistrlct and personally 
see them twice a day. If he should 
fal!' to see any person, he must report 
th« fast to his chief, Who in turu re- 
sorts to the central committee. 
The 


rnil committee then finds the per- 


son. Tap siibinspeclor raust enter ev- 
ery room in the house and report every 
casa of -insanitary condition and see 
that it is corrected. This course was 
tried during the last cholera epidemic 
jere and found to be very effective. 1 
night say that every member of the 
citizens' committee is a volunteer, re- 
ceiving nothing for his services but the 


iist'iictios of knowing that he is 


working-' for the public good.
